LORD CARNARVON HEAD. 

Brief Sketch of the Life and Career of the 
bale Distinguished Statesman and 
Scholar. 

London, June 28. — Henry Howard Moly- 
noux Herbert, fourth Karl of Carnarvon, is 
dead. His son, Lord Porohester, succeeds 
to the title. The now earl is only 24 years 
of age. 

One after another the prominent public 
men uf the mother country have been called 
to pay their last instalment of the debt due 
to nature and, as their names are added to 
the list, one is compelled to ask in tones of 
sorrowful inquiry, " who shall he the 
next?" Of the men of mark a quarter of 
a century ago there are, comparatively 
speaking, but few left, nevertheless there 
still remain several notables, of whom, ill 
political life, Mr. loadstone, the Duke of 
Argyll and Earl 1 1 r'anville tiro " facile prin- 
eipes." Karl Carnarvon, l lie announce- 
ment of whoso death was c .tiled last night, 
though a younger man than some of his 
associates in H, M. Privy Council ami 
though not, in a sense, of the same genera- 
tion as some of the British statesmen who 
have achieved for themselves a world-wide 
name and fame, was Intellectually and 
politically as well ashy birth and education 
among the noblest Romans of them all. Ho 
may be said to have been an all round 
statesman of the first rank, although his 
sphere of administrative duty, when in 
oflice, restricted him almost altogether to 
colonial affairs and to those of tho sister 
Kingdom of Ireland, in both of which 
ample opportunities are always afforded for 
the exercise of the highest qualities of the 
statesman and diplomatist. 

As Colonial Secretary Earl Carnarvon 
bore a very prominent part in the develop- 
ment of the scheme of Canadian Confedera- 
tion, in moving the second reading 
of the Bill concerning which he 
described the measure ns one of 
the largest and most Importuut that 
for many years it had been tho duty of any 
colonial minister in Great Britain to sub- 
mit to Parliament. It will be remembered 
that it was he who suggested tho terms 



upon which British Columbia should enter 
the union and-, however the results may be 
regarded, it can scarcely be said that he 
was in any way to bo blamed for haviug ne- 
glected to secure to this Province the best 
arrangement that it wus possible to expect. 
Karl Carnarvon (tho Right Hon. Henry 
Molynoux Herbert) was the eldest son of 
the third earl, and was born June 24th, 
1831. He graduated at Oxford with high 
distinction and entered the House of Lorcta 
during his minority, his maiden speech 
gaining for him high encomiums from the late 
Karl Derby, who had been happily de- 
scribed as the Rupert ot Debate. In 1859 
he was appointed by his leader high stew- 
ard of the University of Oxford, becoming 
under secretary for tho colonies in Karl 
Derby's second administration and, having 
worthily won the distinction, secretary of 
state in the third administration, in 1800, 
of the same party leader. 

In March, 1807, owing to a disagreement 
with his party on the subject of Parliament- 
ary Reform, be resigned his yiortfoli), 
declaring in the House of Lords that the 
proposed measure would make an entire 
transfer of political power in fivo-sixtlis of 
the boroughs, and that by it the government 
were going too far in a Democratic direc- 
tion. When Rt. Hon. Benjamin Disraeli 
formed his first administration in 1874, 
Karl Carnarvon ouco moro accepted the 
ollice of Socretary of the Colonies, but again 
retired in January, 1878, hecauso of his 
disapproval of the liritish fleet being sent 
to the Dardanelles, which he held to he 
an unwarranted departure from Uio policy 
of neutrality. Under Lord Salisbury, Karl 
Carnarvon becamo Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, whore he remained for something 
like six months. Since that time His Lord- 
ship has not been specially prominent in 
public concerns, although upon u variety of 
questions his voice has given no uncertain 
sound from his seat in the House of Lords. 

Earl Carnarvon was a prominent member 
of the Masonic body, having been Pro 
Grand Master of England in 1870, while he 
filled u number of local ollices worthily and 
well. He has been spoken of as a first class 
all-round politician. He was more; his 
character was many-sided, one of its pro- 
minent features being Iiis love of letters. 
\s an author he distinguished himself by u 
•ariety of publications which embraced 
travel, arctteology and religion, several of 
his translations from the ancient authors in 
prose as well as verso, having entitled him 
to occupy the same ground in the world of 
letters as did his old leader Earl Derby, and 
his former opponent, the Rt. Hon. VV. E. 
Gladstone. Earl Carnarvon's death has re- 
moved from the sphere of action ono who 
may, without flattery, be spoken of as ono 
of Britain's great men, whose memory will 
long be cherished by the patriotic sons of 
Great Britain unci her colonics.

THE COLUMBIA SALMON PACK. 

Lower Klvrr Canners Do Badly— A Poor 
SI u net in Prospect. 

Portland, June 27. — The run of salmon 
in the Columbia is lighter than of late, but 
the fishermen are 'averaging ten fish to tho 
boat. The traps have done fairly well. 
Tho canners complain that the fish are not 
up to the average weight of former years. 
Tho pack on the Columbia is equal to that 
of this time last year. The market is weak 
and sales have been as low as §1.20, less 5 
per cent. off. The canners aro indifferent 
as to packing more, and a number, if re- 
leased from their engagements with fisher- 
men, would close down. 

The success of canners at the Cascades 
and The Dalles has been phenomenal, and 
having put up one-third of the entiro pack. 
Canners who pack palo salmon in the rivers 
along the coast have, in view of the large 
pack on the Columbia unci Eraser and tho 
Alaska pack, about given up the idea of 
iloing anything this season. Should the 
Alaska pack approach that of last year tho 
salmon market and the canners are likely to 
be in the same condition as in the years be- 
tween 1884 and 1SS8. .

Tne detail of 
inspectora unci diggers who entered the mine 
early this morning prepared to buttlo with 
death itself, in their effort to break the bar- 
lier between them and the interior of the 
Hill Farm mine, have repotted that it was 
a mero pocket that the drill had pushed in- 
to in advance of the digging. They are not 
inside of the Hill Farm mine. An entrance 
to the small cavern was effected. Nothing, 
however, but solid walls of coal surrounded 
them. T\)ti rescuers are- visibly disheartened 
but resolutely set to work digging into the 
solid coal. They say that the maps of tho 
mines are certainly wrong, and they can 
form no opinion where they are going. They 
are now sixty-five feet beyond the property 
line, and should have been within the mine 
many hours ago. Secretary Watchorn, who 
has hitherto been one of tho most sanguine 
of the rescuers, is disheartened. He says 
that he bus now lost all hope of rescuing the 
entombed men. He says the irpeu have 
either doubtless been roasted alive or are by 
this time rotten. Flumes con tine ito issue 
from the entrance of themiiuo with terrible 
fury.

— The Horalcl's 
Washington Special says that lilain* has 
now reached the point when, as wus said of 
Marshall MucMuhon, he must submit or re- 
sign.

Swept by n Cyclone. 

OsUKOSH, Wis., June 28. — News reached 
this city last night that a cyclone passed 
over the eastern cud of Washburn county 
yesterday afternoon, and that much damage 
was done to houses, barns and trees, while 
growing crops were levelled for miles. The 
little village "f Auroraville lay directly in 
the path of the storm, and it is reported 
that many houses were blown down and 
several persons injured. There is no tele- 
graphic connection with Auroraville and 
the exact damage, and whether or not there 
lias been loss of life, cannot lie learned. 
Auroraville is about eight miles north of 
Berlin and the same distance from a rail- 
road, and contains 400 inhabitants.

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SETON-KARR'S EXPEDITION 



To Discover a Pass in the Mountain 
Ranges From Chilcat to the 
Altseuk River. 



The Trip Entirely Successful and the 
Journey Accomplished in Less 
Time Than Anticipated. 



The expedition which Lieutenant 
Selor. Kurr took north with him to Chil- 
cat in order to discover u pass across the 
mountain ranges from Chilcat to the Alt- 
sehk river has returned to the coast, 
having successfully carried out every- 
thing that it was intended to accomplish, 
and with less delay and in a shorter spaco 
of time than had been anticipated, and 
without meeting with any difficulties, 
after an absence of a little over two 
months. He is now on his way to Van- 
couver, having come down on the Queon 
from Sitka, which made the voyage in 
three days including a stoppage for a few 
hours at Wrangel. Lieut. Seton-Karr 
informs us that the geographical results 
of the journey exceeded his expectations. 
The Chilcat Indians did nob in- 
terfere with the party, being as- 
sured that trade was not one of 
tho objects contemplated. From Klok- 
wan, the last Indian camp, thirty miles 
up tlie Chilcat River, the Lieutenant as- 
cended in the first instance on foot, and 
subsequently with canoes, as far as the 
Klaheena or Wollesley River, thence 
partly by canoe and partly with sledges 
as far as the national boundary, which 
was marked approximately. Tho rscent 
was continued to Marble Glacier The par- 
ty were detained hereby cloudy weather, 
during which time they killed four bears 
and made several high ascents of moun- 
tains. Thence to timber lino the provi- 
sions had to be packed. Fourteen miles 
beyond the last ascent of the new pass, 
ft creekis struck running into the Altsehk. 
The latter is reported as a large river 
running in from tho west from behind 
Mt. St. Elias, with a slow, deep current, 
another branch comes in from the north. 
Below the forks is a canyon which canoes 
cannot pass, and below the canyon the 
river is excessively rapid as far as tho 
mouth at Dry Bay. Bear, goats and 
grouso are numerous. The return trip 
was hazardous, of which Lieut. Seton- 
Karr will give an account. A miner was 
brought down with the expedition, whose 
two partners were capsized in the rapids 
on a raft, one being drowned. Much 
danger was incurred in passing this place, 
but it was effected without any mishap. 
The main particulars will be given in 
these columns in the short series of letters 
from Chilcat.

Anting Others, the dry goods houses are 
th| least satislied. Muney being plenti- 
ful there has been no dilliculty with 
rejpect to discounts. Money, on good 
seSurity, brings 8 to 10. Recently, some 
of the financial institutions of Eastern 
CJnada havo been h lding their annual 
nl>etitigs, the, deliverances given utter- 
alee to at most of them having been to 
tie eflect that everything depends upon 
tie coming harv est. Most of thorn — in- 
died, all so far heard from— havo done a 
Sod amount of remunerative business, 
Sut as they do not consider that we are 
Jut of the woods they forbear from halloo- 
pg, and, instead, call for caution. The 
(train of the past few years has found but 
leant relief by the marketing of the 
Crops, and another failure of them would, 
it is conceived, ha disastrous. In On- 
tario there has been an unquestioned de- 
crease in the value of farm lands, the 
estimates varying from 20 to 30 per cent. 
The recent advance in the value of wheat 
has led to the marketing of considerable 
quantities which were held by farmers, 
and the dividends from a number of 
banks having found their way into the 
halm's of shareholders have tended to im- 
provo the circulation. According, how- 
ever, to the general manager of the Bank 
of Montreal — and his announcements are 
always looked uponjaa authoritative — ow- 
ing to tho failure of the harvest, pay- 
ments have been bad, business 
poor, and small failures numerous. 
The eastern timbor market has 
within a recent period taken an unfavor- 
able turn, but the cut in the Ottawa dis- 
trict, fortunately for the operators 
there has been small, with a fairly active 
demand. The Toronto Mail reports that 
" wholesale business, except when aided 
by a combine, as in the case of the gro- 
cers, is neither active nor remunerative, 
while manufacturers of textile fabrics 
and knitted goods lind it difficult to ob- 
tain orders to keep their hands em- 
ployed. The cotton manufacturers 
recently decided to give their mills and 
their hands a six weeks' rest between this 
and September. Importers preach about 
the necessity for lessened imports, but 
the custom house tigures and tho heavy 
■ASfjcfcS* in shops and warehouses testify 
that owing to the cheapness of credit 
abroad and the dilliculty of curtailing 
operations at home, importations are not 
being lessened. The record of business 
failures speaks of the precarious character 
of shop keeping enterprises, and the 
Btnall proportion who succeed, and the 
books of the wholesale men afford colla- 
teral evidence of the same fact. Thought- 
ful men will no doubt draw I heir own 
conclusions from tin* > statements as to 
the condition of business, compiled 
as they are from reliable sources."

THE CITY SCHOOLS. 

Tho result uf the examinations has 
been to show that the children of this city 
are, on the whole, well taught. Tho citi 
zona of all classes are to bo congratulated 
upon having tho means of giving their 
children a «oo({ rudimentary education, 
open lo them without cost. They do well 
to prize their schools highly, and should do 
what in them lies to have them 
improved and well regalatecL Tho publ 
school, notwithstanding the faults that 
some tind with it, is, in our opinion, tho 
best place where tho boys of the com- 
munity should receive their primary edu 
cation and should learn their fust lessons 
in life. The boy who will have to light 
the battle of life on this continent is all 
the better fitted for the struggle by the 
experience which he gains in the public 
school and which ho can gain nowhere 
else. To nearly all men a knowledge of 
their fellow citizens, of their modes of 
thought, their tastes, their feelings and 
their prejudices is very useful, and to 
men in some walks of lifo absolutely 
necessary to anything lilto success. No 
where can the foundation of this necessary 
knowledge be laid so deep and so firm as 
iu the public schools. When a boy who 
has been educated with the rest of the 
boys enters life lie is in touch with the 
men of thu community. He is not a 
stranger among them, who must learn 
their ways before ho can associate with 
them with advantage. 11'! is one of 
themselves and his identify is soon dis- 
covered and appreciated. One of the 
principal elements of the success of self- 
made men is the knowledge they acquired 
in early life by their association with 
those who form the rank and rile of so- 
ciety. 

The visitor to the Victoria schools must 
have been pleased with the happy, uncon- 
strained demeanor of thu children. The 
best understanding between them and the 
teachers seems to exist. All tho little 
unpleasantnesses of the term appear to 
have been forgotten, audit w< mid have been 
dilticult to tell who enjoyed tho success 
of tho examinations tho most, tho pupils 
or tho teacher. Wo are sorry to learn 
from the reports tint the visitors at some 
of the schools were not so numerous 
as usual, and that the fathers 
of the pupils and their male relations 
and friends could not find time to attend 
the examinations. This is unfortunate, 
for nothing stimulates the children .so 
much or gives more encouragement lo the 
teachers than to feel that a lively inter- 
est is taken in their work by tho intelligent 
men of the community. An hour or two 
spent in the school-room when examina- 
natiohs properly, conducted, are going on 
is really a privilege. Many of the gen- 
tlemen, who allowed other duties to [ire- 
rent their attending tho examinations, 
would, wo are convinced, have been of 
this opinion if they had seen the dosing 
exercises of the term just ended. 

But the ladies, we are proud to see, 
were loyal to the children and the 
schools. It is impossible to overestimate 
their influence, and wo trust that the 
time is not far distant when ladies will 
see it to bo their du y to take an ollicial part 
in the direction and management of the 
schools. The law very properly allows 
women to vote for trustees and to hold 
the office of trustee. Under a system, 
in which many of tho teachers are 
women and many of the pupils girls, 
it is only fitting that ladies should 
form part of tho Hoard of Trustees, 
Both in Great Britain and tho United 
States ladies occupy positions on School 
Boards, and their presence lias been 



found to have a beneficial effect. It is 
to bo hoped that tho ratepayers of Vic- 
toria will next year follow so good an 
example. Properly qualified ladies would 
not be, by any means, hard to find, and 
wo are quito sure that electors would be 
glad to cast thoir votes for good and 
capable women. 

THE MCKINLEY TARIFF. 

The MoKinley tariff may not have been 
framed with the view of restricting tho 
commercial intercourse of tho United 
States with tho Dominion of Canada, but 
it will certainly have that effect. It has 
placed duties on somo of the products of 
Canada which wore before on the freo 
list, and it greatly increased tho duties 
many others. Of course, tho Ameri- 
cans have a right to regulate their tariff 
as thoy please; we in Canada do not con- 
sult their interests when wo frame our 
tariff, but wo believe that both countries 
would bo benefitted if they did regulate 
their commercial intercourse with some 
regard to each other's interests. Narrow- 
minded and short - sighted selfish- 
ness is not a sound business principle, 
whether between individuals or nations. 
Skinflint can never be made to under- 
stand how it is that Offhand has succeed- 
ed better than he has done. But the 
reason is simple enough, the liberal, 
largo minded man has been the wiser of 
tho two. We wonder that it does not oc- 
cur to more of tho American politicians — 
and Canadian politicians too for that 
matter— if reciprocity between New 
York and Pennsylvania is good for both 
those states, and that it hasbeenthe main 
cause of tho prosperity of each, that 
reciprocity between Canada and Now 
York, or British Columbia and 
Oregon will not be equally bene- 
ficial. Tho United States affords 
the most conspicuous example of tho 
benefits of reciprocity to be seen ill tho 
world. Yet the United States, as regards 
its trade policy with foreign countries, 
has produced a class of the most narrow- 
minded and exclusive political economists 
to bo found — outside of China— in the 
wide world. These economists cannot bo 
made to believe that a privilege extended 
to a foreigner is not a loss to themselves. 
With the beneficial effects of a freo inter- 
change of products constantly before their 
eyes, they cannot be made to see that 
reciprocity in trade with a country out- 
side their own can possibly bo mutually 
profitable. 

Mr. McKinley evidently belongs to 
this class. He has tho idea that tho 
United States will be benefitted by hoop- 
ing Canadian products out of the country. 
Here is a comparison between the tariff 
now in force and Mr. McKinley's pro- 
posals, as far as Canadian products are 
concerned :

The Montreal Gazette shows how the 
proposed tariff will probably affect tho 
trade with the Dominion. If says : 

" In the year 1888, Iho latest for 
which wo have the returns at hand, there 
were exported from thu Dominion to the 
United States burses to tho value of 
40L»,37O; cattle, 8(U8,J7.S; sheep, $1,027,- 
410; eggs, §2,110,582; ba ley, $6,488,- 
;il7; potatoes, $957,570, and hay, 
8800,622. The duties established by the 
new American tariff will, it is certain, 
check this trade to a large extent. Tho 
new dtries on horses, for instance, mean 
an increase from $484,470 to §607,750 on 
the basis of the exports of 1S8S; on 
sheep an increase in duties from $215,480 
to $531,000; on eggs, which are now free, 
the duty of live cents per dozen means a 
tax of S707,;WO on the trade of the year 
to which tho figures refer, and so on 
through the list. 

Tho proposed decrease of fifty cents 
per thousand on sawn lumber will 
probably have a stimulating ef- 
fect 011 the Canadian lumber trade, 
and will therefore be beneficial to British 
Columbia. This is really the only item 
in the proposed tariff in which this pro- 
vince is peculiarly interested. It could, 
perhaps, export fruit; but it is ill the 
immediate neighborhood of fruit-growing 
States on the other sido of the line. Brit- 
ish Columbia does not yol, unfortunate- 
ly, raise enough live stock and agricul- 
tural produce for its own c msumption, 
so it will not bo much affected by tho 
higher duties which are to bo imposed by 
tho McKinley tariff, if it ovor comes into 
operation. This, if tho New York Her- 
ald is to bo considered an authority, will 
never be. But there are, wo see, other 



American newspapers which think that 
tho McKinley tariff, in a modified form, 
will become law. 

"A REPUTABLE WHITER." 

We are told that our articles on Henry 
Cloorgo's system of single tax are "lop- 
sided, distorted and wilful misrepresenta- 
tions," and tho Times says : 

"Nobody disputes, or at least we do 
not know of any reputable writer on poli- 
tical economy who disputes tho equit- 
ableness of single tax as set forth by 
Henry George, provided tho means can 
be found whereby the reversion of tho 
land to the Government without loss to 
landholders and mortgagees can bo ac- 
complished. " 

There is a great deal which political 
economists have written about (leoige's 
theory that the Times knows nothing 
whatever about, and ono of thoso writers 
is Henry (ieorgo himself. Henry George in 
Chapter 111. of Book VTL of his book 
"Progress and Poverty," devotes more 
than seven pages to show that tho owner 
of land and thoso who have claims on 
land have no right whatever to compen- 
sation. The proviso of the Times which 
we have quoted is about tho greatest 
nonsense that was over put in print. It is 
something like saying that if tigers could 
bo made to live on bread and milk, if 
they had no claws, and if their jaws 
were without teeth, they would be nice 
household pets. It i« only to bo matched 
in absurdity by .John Grant's assertion 
that the principle which would rob every- 
one of his land suggests to him a fair and 
equitable basis of taxation. 

To show that reputable writers 
on political economy take tho same 
view of George's system as The 
Colonist does, we need only quote 
a few sen ences from an article in the 
February number of the Nineteenth 
Century, written by Professor Huxley, 
one nf the ablest men of the age. The 
title uf the aitiele is "Natural and 
Politic*! Rights." 

Professor Huxley says : "According to 
Mr. Uuorg-.s society is very ill; and he 
proposes a method of treatment profess- 
edly bused upon strict deduction from 
the principles of absolute political 
physiology. Whether tho remedy 
is calculated to achieve the re- 
sults predicted, or not, is a question 1 
shall not now discuss; but it will be ad- 
mitted that it is drastic, consisting as it 
does in neither more nor less than THE 
EVICTION OF ALL SEVERAL LANDOWNERS 
AND TUB CONFISCATION OF THAT WHICH IS, 
AND, KOIt MANY CENTURIES HAS BEEN, RE- 
GARDED AS THEIR UNDOUBTED PROPERTY, 
The measure is of exactly the same order 
as would bo the confiscation of the 
interest of all money belonging to work- 
ing men, in saving's banks, on the 
ground that interest, as usury, is con- 
trary to the principles of absolute ethics 
— an opinion which it must be reinein 
bered has been (perhaps still is) suppor ed 
by papal infallibility; which is at least, 
equal in weighttothe philosophical species 
ol that commodity. Surely the medicine is 
a strong medicine. Now, I humbly sub 
mit that while one might take Epsom 
salts, on the recommendation of the first 
old woman w ho proposed that remedy 
for a sick headache, a rational man would 
like to have clearly intelligible reasons, 
or extremely trustworthy authority, be- 
foro he ventured with an equally light 
heart upon croton oil or tartar emetic. 
The latter might certainly put an end to his 
sick headache— but what if, at the same 
time, it put an end to him i So it is at 
any rato possible, that the expropriation 
of hind owners, while it might put an end 
to as tate of things inconsistent with the 
principles of absolute political ethics, 
might also destroy the society it 
strove to heal." 

The Colonist never said anything half 
so strong as this, and yet Professor Hux- 
ley is a reputable writer on political 
economy.

NOTES FROM A'ELSON. 

A Budgrt of News from Up Country— Business 
In a Very Active Stat?— Prospects (iocd 
and Mining ltrlsk. 

Mr. George T. Kane, who reached tho city 
from Nelson on Friday night, brought with 
him quite a budget of interesting news, 
relative to work and life up in that region. 
Business in its broad sense is very good, ho 
Bays, the only want being greater facilities 
for transportation of supplies. This draw- 
back will be somewhat obviated when the 
C. P.'R. extension is finished, which will 
he about November if the contract time is 
kept. Already there are completed five 
miles of the road between Sprout's Landing 
and Nelson, and work is going forward well 
on the entire section. Of course, the direct 
benefit of the road will not be felt till next 
spring. 

Even now, were the people able to ship 
goods straight through in bond, the diffi- 
culty of obtaining them would he small, but 
it is available only to ship to the boundary 
lino by the Northern Pacific, where the 
formalities of release have to be gone 
through. To people up country this is 
attended with no small inconvenience. If a 
service of bonded wagons could be obtained, 
to which supplies could be transhipped and 
taken on to destination, a good deal of 
trouble would be avoided. 

Mr. Kane's object in coming to Victoria 
was to negotiate with Messrs. Nicholles & 
Renouf about the erection of a large .saw- 
mill to be known as the Davy Sayward 
mill. His mission was satisfactory in its 
result, and when he returns he will com- 
mence operations. It will be in running 
order in about a month, but its influence is 
being already felt, as numerous foundations 
are laid fur houses which will be built so 
soon as the lumber is procurable. Speaking 
about lumber, Mr. Kane said that a million 
feet of building lumber is in demand at the 
present moment. The daily capacity of this 
mill will be about seventy-five to eighty 
thousand feet. There was quite a lot of for- 
mality in getting the machinery through 
the American customs, but it was finally 
obtained, the mill-owners paying the ex- 
penses of the U. S. Customs agent in con- 
nection with its release, in addition to th* 
duty. Nothing will lie wanting in the 
plant, which comprises shingle-house, 
planers, matchers, moulders ami all other 
machinery pertaining to the manufacture 
of lumber. The mill is to be built on the 
Kootenay lake, directly opposite the outlet, 
and some twenty miles from Nelson, from 
which point there is excellent navigation to 
every mine in the vicinity. The object in 
building it on the lake is that it is never 
frozen, and the outlet, or as it is termed 
the West Arm, of Kootenay Bake tree/.cs 
over for two or three months in the year, 
during which time all the mines, except 
Nelson, can he reached from the present 
mill site. Considerable delay and annoy- 
ance were caused by a mistake of the 
Northern Pacific in sending a carload of 
machinery through to .Tacoma ; this was 
rectified, but only after considerable red- 
tapism had been displayed by the American 
customs. 

A small, but very complete, mill belong- 
ing to M. S. Davys lies at Kootenay sta- 
tion awaiting shipment to Nelson. When 
both tbeso mills are running Nelson cannot 
fail to be well supplied with lumber for 
building purposes. The management of 
the niili have procured a large tract of tim- 
ber land, which will supply the demand for 
many years. 

In regard to labor, Mr. Kane was of 
opinion that it. was not so plentiful as it 
might be. There is a demand principally 
for carpenters at good wages. The new 
saw mill will employ fifty men or more, and 
Mr. Davys' mill absorb a further quantity 
of men. 

It may be interesting to the general reader, 
and well as useful to the skipper, to know 
how goods are got into Nelson. They 
should be shipped to Kootenay station, 
[do., by the N. P. B. R., thence by wagons 
to Bonner's Ferry, 33 miles, and afterwards 
by boats on the lake to destination, 150 
miles. Freight, costs a cent and a half per 
pound to destination on lake; passenger 
fare is £5 by stage and §5 by the boats 
from Bonner's Ferry. One of these boats, 
of which there are four, is an excellent pas- 
senger boat, making regular trips twice a 
week from Bonner's Ferry to all ports on the 
lake. These boats are all British bottoms, 
as American bottoms will not be allowed to 
run from one point to another on the lakes, 
in consequence of there being no American 
collector <>f customs at the Banding. This 
is a very necessary office. Mr. Dolan has 
been temporary appointed at Kootenay 
station, ldo., and hopes arc entertained that 
his position will lie made permanent. 

The country is full of prospectors strik- 
iiiL' new leads and making mining very 
brisk, particularly in the vicinities of Warm 
Springs and Nelson. 

Mr. Kane returns to Nelson to-morrow 
evening. 



TUB EXCURSIONISTS RETURN. 

Arrival of the Queen Prom Alaska With 
Every Stateroom Occupied. 

Bate on Friday night the Alaskan excur- 
sion steamer Queen, Capt. Carroll in com- 
mand, arrived at Departure Bay with 171 
tourists on board, 105 composing the big 
Raymond party, the remainder being 
detached travelers. The Queen this season 
carries no freight, and her hold on this trip 
was monopolized with baggage and ballast. 
She slopped to coal yesterday, and about 
fifty of her passengers caught the train at 
Nanaimo and came to this city, where they 
enjoyed themselves thoroughly until the ar- 
rival of the ship. 

Bast evening the Queen arrived at tho 
Ocean dock, anil Ibis morning at six she 
continues on her trip to the Sound. Among 
the well known names found on her passen- 
ger list was that of Mrs. Mary J. Holmes, 
the popular American novelist, who will 
utilize the noli-; I .en by her in the strange 
Northland in '. • ■- •irmation of another of 
her justly popular books.

Tim (J. P. N. Company will Purchase Another 
Steamer Suitable for tho Northern Route. 

It was unofficially announced yesterday, 
upon good authority, however, that im- 
mediately on his return from the north on 
the Louise, Capt. John Irving, manager of 
the C. P. N. Co., will proceed to San Fran- 
cisco for the purpose of purchasing a suit- 
able steamer to replace the wrecked Sar- 
donyx on the northern route. 

This commendable promptness on tho 
part of the company cannot fail to be ap- 
preciated, and tho new steamer will, no 
doubt, do such an amount of business that 
she will soon pay for herself. Although 
the captain will inspect any steamers that 
may be on the market before making his 
purchase, it is thought that a staunch little 
iioat, built about two years ago and fitted 
for mixed traffic, will be bought. The 
steamer in question has recently been mak- 
ing special trips between the Bay City and 
Honolulu. 

It is expected that the Louise, on her 
return, will bring down the captain and 
crew of the Sardonyx ami whatever has 
been saved from the wreck, (/apt.

THE BOLD, BAD BURGLARS, 

Cap! nred Yesterday, Prove to bn Three Children 
—Their Storehouse Also Discovered. 

If the police court records of six months 
ago were referred to, particulars would be 
obtained of several cases in which " the 
little Caffoe boys" figiued as defendants. 
They ranged in gravity from vagrancy to 
stealing, and in each ami all the charges 
were sustained. Owing to the extreme 
youth of the offenders, the magistrate 
found it difficult to inflict punishment, so 
he, on each occasion, administered a lecture 
to the boys and another to their father, 
whom he cautioned to instil principles ol 
honesty and morality into his offspring. 
Caffee did try, but his children, necessarily 
left much to themselves, seemed filled with 
the spirit of Ishmael. They returned gradu- 
ally to their old, wild life, and 
during the past few weeks the police have 
again become suspicious of them. 

When Mr. Phillips, proprietor of the Vic- 
toria soda factory, opened his office yester- 
day morning, he found that it hail been dis- 
turbed during the night. The safe had 
been battered and hammered by very 
amateur cracksmen; one of its false hinges 
was broken off, and a cold chisel and ham- 
mer, lying on the floor, showed with vvhat 
primitive tools the ineffectual effort to 
open the sale had been Iliad e. When Officer 
Redgrave inspected the scene, he was at 
once convinced that adults were not the 
would-be safe-breakers, and he accordingly 
suspected the Caffee boys as likely to be the 
ones concerned in such a piece of business. 
His suspicion was not based upon any par- 
ticular clue, but he determined to look up 
the Caffee boys and see what they were do- 
ing. He started toward the water front by 
way of Cormorant street, and near the E. & 
N. railway station saw Charlie Caffee 
standing, apparently on guard. On Store 
street tiie elder brother, Fred, was walking 
along with a bundle of Hour sacks. It was 
flour sacks thill the boys bad shown a fond- 
ness for in day. .;one by, and so Mr. Red- 
grave's suspicio i were confirmed. Hogave 
chase, and both boys took to their heels — 
the one diving i to the darkness of a Chinese 
lane, the othe, I'opping his Hour sacks and 
beading for t,. railway yard. Following 
him the officer was just in time to see him 
disappear down the stairway leading to 
below the station yard. He, too, went 
down into the dark and dismal place, which 
is directly under the railway bridge and 
calculated to be a good home for rats, hut 
nothing human. Seeing the blue coat after 
him, Caffee made a plunge through a hole 
that would scarcely admit the passage of 
his small body, and thus for the time 
eluded his pursuer. Ho ruined his own 
case, however, by leading the officer 
directly to the storehouse of himself and his 
brothers. Seeing that he could not follow 
the eldest Caffee, Mr. Redgrave looked 
around him, and found the two 
younger brothers half hidden in 
a pile of Hour sacks, hundreds in number. 
There were also a number of pop bottles 
lying around, which furnished a direct clue 
to the Phillips' robbery. The two children 
were arrested, and marched toward the sta- 
tion, and on the way I he youngest volun- 
teered an explanation of how the robbery 
at, the pop factory hail been committed. 
"Wo only wanted some pop," he said, "so 
we just opened the window, got in and took 
Boir.e." 

"But what, did you hammer the safe for'.'" 
asked t he officer. 

"Why to get the money in the bank, of 
course," was the matter of fact reply. 

"What did you rob those houses fur'.'" 
continued the policeman at a venture 

"Oh, that wasn't me, it was Fred. He 
wouldn't let me go in," and I he cat was out 
of the bag. 

The two brothers were locked up, and 
Officor Redgravo started out again to look 
up Fred, the eldest of the brothers. On 
the railway track, near Russell station, he 
was seen for a moment and then observed to 
dive into the bush.

MR. STANLEY AND EM IN PASHA. 

A Cairo correspondent of the Times lias 
had sumo conversation with Captain 
Casati, the Italian explorer, with refer- 
onco to the charges brought against Mr. 
Stanley in regard to his treatment of 
Emin Pasha. Captain Cusati knows well 
Eniio, Stanley and Parke, having been 
their companion for a long time. The 
correspondent first asked the captain 
whether the news concerning his German 
engagement was true or not. He answer- 
ed, "There is not an atom of truth in it ; 
J do not understand how they dared in- 
vent sueh a lie." T> (lie question who' h -r 
Wuunann had not ottered him German 
service, he replied:— "Yes, he did ; but J 
refused plainly. 1 shall see who her my 
own Government will not give me some 
mission— if not, it will bo still time to ac- 
cept Wissmann's i ffer." Questioned about 
the difference that seemed to exist between 
Einin and Stanley according to the Ger- 
man papeis, Captain Casati said he did 
not know of i ny real difference between 
them. The Germans, he said, could not 
be serious when they asserted that Stan- 
ley slandered Emin in order to increase 
his own glory. Stanley did not need it ; 
his name was already a glorious one be- 
fore he undertook Emin's rescue. Captain 
Casati was quite sure that Stanley only 
fcoi ' '!n truth, and Emin himself would 
hatu . oe able to contradict him serious- 
ly. JJr. Parko was right in his prediction 
about the weakness of Emin's eyes. Dr. 
Parko took as much care of Emin, ufter 
his unlucky accident at Bagamoyo, as if 
the Pasha was his own brother. Captain 
Casati added tilat when he loft Emin he 
saw with his own eyes incipient cataract, 
which must i nd in complete blindness in 
a comparatively shoit time. Comparing 
Emin's character with Stanley's, Captain 
Casati said: —"Stanley is the most perfect 
typo of explorer. Men like him are very 
great, excep lions. A century has scarcely 
ono sueh specimen. Emin is a scholar, 
only by accident a soldier ; he is rather a 
dreamer than a practical 
man; his highest interests are his collec- 
tions. Whore Stanley commands and is 
obeyed immediately, Emin tries to per- 
suade and does not always succeed. For 
Stanley the word 'hesitation' does not 
exist; his never failing insight finds always 
the tit time and means, as if by instinct. 
Emin's heart is too soft; he is loved by all 
his subjects; but in the interior of Africa 
so.** In arts are not by any means the most 
.practical ones; experience has shown it!" 
'Captain Casati says ho was quire bewil- 
dered when he hoard that Emin was for- 
saking the Egyptian service. lie could 
no uadorstan t Emin's action in the mat- 
tor, and looked in vain for a logical ex- 
planation.

HOW ROCKETS ARE MADE. 

T telr Three Principal Purposes and Their 
Peculiar Const ruction. 

Rockets, according to Ht. Nicholas, are 
code for three purposes: For signaling, for 
dicorations or celebrations, or as projectiles 
war. For signals the charge consists of 
reive parts of niter, two of sulphur and 
iree of charcoal. The ornamental or deco- 
itive rocket is the ono we see used on the 
fourth of July and the composition of which 
is made comprises 123 parts of mealed or 
tnely pulverized powder, eighty of niter, 
forty of sulphur and forty of cast-iron 
filings. 

The main part of this rocket is a case, 
made by rolling stout paper, covered mi one 
si le with paste, around a Wooden form, ul 
the same time applying considerable press 
lire. The end is then -'choked," or brought 
tightly together with twine. 

The paper case thus made is next placed 
in a copper mold, so that a conical copper 
spindle will puss up through the choke, and 
the composition is then poured in and 
packed by blows of a mallet on a copper 
di i: t or packing-tool made to lit over the 
spindle. The top of the ease is now closed 
with a layer of moist plaster of parts ono 
inch thicK, perforated with a small holo for 
the passage of tho fl.i mo to tho upper part 
or '•pot." The pot is formed of another pa- 
per cylinder slipped over and pasted to l he 
top of the east! and surmounted by a paper 
cone filled with tow. The "decorations" un- 
placed in tiie pot and are scattered through 
the air when tho flame, having passed 
through the aporturo of I ho plaster, readies 
a small charge ul' melted powdei 
t he pot. 

The stick is a piece of pine w 
ing. and about nine times the In 
rocket. It is to guide the roc 
(light The decorations in the 
"stars," '-serpents," "marroti 
rain," and so on. "Marrons" are small pa- 
per sheils tilled' with grained powder and 
pinned with quick-match, "feorpents" are 
small eases about one-half inch in diameter 
in which is a composition of three parts 
niter, three sulphur, sixteen mealed powder, 
one-half charcoal. This composition is 
driven in the ease, the top oi which is 
closed by plaster of paris, having a small 
aperture through which passes a piece of 
quick-matchr—

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A RUSSIAN SEIZURE. 

Tho following article on the seizure of 
the Victoria sealing schooner in Bullrings' 
Sea by tlio Russians two years ago, is 
from the Manchester Guardian of Juno 
11th: 

" A newly issued Parliamentary paper 
records the highly unsatisfactory ending 
o£ an obscure incident in tho Bullrings 
Sea. On tho 1st of July, i wo years ago, 
the master of tho British schooner Aran- 
l) ah found himself becalmed during a 
dense fog in what lie b lieveil to bo the 
open waters of the North Pacific. Accord- 
ing to his sworn statement, he was at the 
time at least 10 miles distant from Copper 
or Mondio Island, nnd ho at once pru- 
cedetl vvitli his work of seal hunting, 
sending out for this purpose a number 
of canoes. An iiour later the fug 
lifted, and he discovered that he 
bad drifted to within some six 
miles of the island, his canoes hovering 
about hint within a radius of at most 
throe miles. In this situation, according 
to his own account, his craft was hailed 
and confiscated for fishing within tho 
three-mile limit of tho Russian shore, his 
cargo of sealskins, taken earlier on the 
American const was appropriated with 
tho vessel, and the ship's stores were at 
o-ico put up to pub ic auction by tho 
officer who had made the seizure. At 
this stage of the matter the correspond- 
ence begins which has now been laid be- 
fore Parliament. After a good many 
letters had passed between I he master 
and owners of the Araunah on the one 
hand and Sir R. Morier and Lord Salis- 
bury on the other, the. latter wrote a 
trenchant letter of instructions to our 
Ambassador at St. Petersburg, direct- 
ing him to obtain information on 
a number of points in dispute with re- 
gard to the seizure. A somewhat, meagre 
reply was returned, and tho Foreign Of- 
fice at once gave up the matter and de- 
cided that the owners had no case. Wo 
have Borne fear that, owing to the ex- 
treme carelessness with which the master 
of the Araunall navigated his vessel and 
posted his log, this is little short of tho 
truth. But the case for the seizure is 
• qually indefinite, and is not free from a 
o rtain taint. The vessel that captured 
the British ship was a rival craft belong- 
ing to a San Francisco company, and 
having on board a Russian oflicial against 
whose integrity evidence is eagerly prof- 
fered. There is no definite proof givou 
<.f the infringement of the three-mile 
limit, hut there is seme evidence 
to show that the captors ex- 
pressed hearty indifference to the 
exact whereabouts of the seizure. There 
is, in fact, little more than the vaguest 
assertion on both sides, and the matter 
has now ended, leaving the owners of the 
Arannall the worse oil' by some five thou- 
sand pounds. The carelessness of her 
master was further shown by his signing 
a document at the time of tho confisca- 
tion which appears to have been little less 
than a recognition of j;; justice. Alto- 
gether we must, admit that very little of 
the fog surrounding this business cleared 
away on the 1st of July, 18SS. The only 
matters that we can see pretty clearly are 
the slovenly management of the Amu- 
tmli's skipper and a very substantial pre- 
sumption of sharp practice by the Rus- 
sian oflicial and his allies from San Fran- 
cisco.
